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A HUMAN SKULL. 


Its Discovery May Lead to Solv- 
ing a Mystery. 


Man's Skeleton Dug Up Near Croton, Ont., 
Bearing Evidence That He Had Been 
Murdered—Detectives Working on the 
Case—Story of the Alleged Crime of 35 
Years Ago as Related by Detective 
Wade. 


Croton despatch says: Detective Wal- 
ter Wade is working on & murder case 
85 years old. His chief clue is & human 
skull bearing unmistakable #ignus of ante 
mortem fracture. It is crushed in on 
the right side, as though by & heavy 
blow. 

The skull is part of a skeleton dug, up 
near the village a few days ago by 
James Sutherland and Alexander Cooper, 
two most respectable men. With them 
were Robert Weldok and Robert Ellis, 
whose unearthly experiences the pre- 
vious night were the cause of the search 
being made. Weldon and Ellis had been 
fishing. It was night time when they 
returned home. As they neared the vil- 
iage they noticed a peculiar light hover- 
ing about a large elm tree by the road- 
side. It surprived them by its strange 
color and sudden appearance. As they 
drew nearer, they were startled by the 
appearance of 4a man’s figure directly 
under the tree. The young men do not 
deny that the apparition scared them 
mortally. E 

They told their tale on reaching their 
homes and it suggested to two near 
neighbors the digging which took place 
the next morning, and which revealed 
a human skeleton lying face downward, 
the skull caved in as by a murderous 
crack. 

Soon the news spread and by and bye 
old inhabitants began to recall an event 
of the long ago which might have ta do 
with the remains found in the grave. 
Here is the story, av told by Detective 
Wade = 

DISAPPEARED IN 1859. 

In 1859 Charles Riley, & farm hand, 
mysteriously disappeared from the neigh- 
borhood and was never afterwards 
heard of. That he committed suicide 
there is not the slightest reason to be- 
lieve, for he was a healthy, happy man, 
without any care in the world, having 
a snug sum laid up in wages, and be- 
ing a general favorite in the Wabash 
eettlement. He had no reason to end 
his own life. Furthermore, he left his 
earnings and his effects at the home of 
the farmer for whom he worked, one 
Hopper, said nothing about quitting, and 
could not have meant to leave the coun- 
try. He simply disappeared as if the 
ground bad swallowed him up—which, 
possibly, it did through the agency of 
hands which took hie life. Just here 
should be told the circumstances pre- 
ceding the young farm laborer’s sudden 
disappearance. Two my before he had 
hired a horse to go to Dawn on some 
business, but went on to Dresden. It 
was reported that he had stolen the 
horse, and, accordingly, a hunt for him 
was organized. Two men, who are still 
alive, followed Riley and overtook him

house. They proceeded to 
mary punishment on the supposed horse- 
thief. Residents in the vicinity, of 


whom are mentioned Webster, Badder 
and Tiffin, witnessed the encounter and 
eaw young Riley badly beaten. The last 
Webster saw of him he was lying under 
a big tree, apparently unconscious. Next 
morning he was gone. 

The affair was reported to Magistrate 
Smith, since deceased, and inquiry fol- 
lowed, but no proof could be brought 
against the two men suspected of mak- 
ing away with Riley, other than here 
recorded. The witness, indeed, testified 
for the defence that he had met Riley 
making his way off in @ hurry the day 
following his supposed death. The case 


waa allowed to drop, and the suspects 
were discharged from custody. 
It is a singular coincidence that the 


spot where the skeleton was dug up 4 
few days ago is within & few rods of 
where Riley was last seen lying appar 
ently insensible after the nasault on him 
by the two men. Road work was in 
progress at the time, and the theory 
held by the officer who is looking into 
the case is that the body was hastily 
buried at night on the roadside where 
the scrapers had been used, and where 
the sigue of its concealment would not 
be apparent. On this night the men 
against whom suspicion Ws directed 
stopped at Hannan’s hotel, close by. It 
would be easy for them, finding they 
had killed Riley, to secrete the body in 
the way mentioned.

Was a Pure Fake Yarn of the 
Alleged Victim. 


He now Confesses that he Lost the Money 
in Business Transactions—The Robbery 
Story was concocted for reasons which 
he says he cannot explain—Detective 
Greer follows him up and gets the true 
story. 


Detective Greer has been constantly in 
Rose’s company since Friday at noon. 
“He was the hardest man to weaken! 
ever met,” said the detective to your 
correspondent to-day. “He solemnly 
protested on Friday night to me that 
every word of his statement was true.” 


To-day, when brought face to face 
with a young man who had spoken to 
him in Phillipsburg, Rose stoutly main- 
tained that the young man was mié- 
taken. Detective Greer then took him 
in tow, and about 8 o'clock Rose wilted 
and blubbered out the true story of his 
wilful folly and brasen deceit. 


THE STATEMENT. 
As taken down by Crown Attorney 


Peterson, his story is as follows: 

“I, William G. Rose, of Pilkington, 
voluntarily state that I am guilty of 
fraud all the way through. I borrowed 
$1,900 from my father-in-law, Mr. Koss, 
three years ago, 1 got the money. I 
lost the money in business transactions. 
On Monday last I left my home in Salem 
to make pretence to pay off the mort- 
gage, as I told my wife, who was inno- 
cent, I had only about $7 or $8. I went 
towards Ponsonby. I then turned east 
and went to Breslau. I had dinner there 
and fed my horse abont noon, Then | 
went to Moses Fahner’s hotel. I fed my 
horse there, as Mr. Henry R, Weiderholt, 
now here, saya. I had a conversation 
with the landlord, Mr. Fahner. I then 
drove on, and asked the road to Strat- 
ford: cannot recollect seeing or asking 
a little girl the way: may have done 
I think it wae avout 8 o’clock on 


BO, 
Monday evening. 1 drove on till near 
morning. I went into a school house or 


church shed, about four miles from Tavis- 
tock. I got breakfast at Sebastopol, at 
Foster’s hotel. I paid for it. I had left 
my horse at the school house shed. I 
had a glass of beer at Foster's. I walked 
from there to Tavistock,about four miles, 
and met a man, Zinger, but I got no 
money from him, My statement is false 
that I did. A livery man then at Tavis- 
tock drove me to Stratford: Vance, I 
understand, was his name. I got to 
Stratford about 10 a. m. on the 15th of 
May. I told Vance I had only 4 dollar 
and to take me as far as it would to- 
wards Stratford. At Stratford I saw 
Rev. Mr. Leitch, and told him this etory 
of the fictitious robbery, as I told it to 
the Herald reporter, to the detectives 
who have seen me, and to Government 
detective Greer last night. My motive 
for this fabrication I cannot explain. 1 
led my, wife to believe I could pay $1,600 
on the mortgage. I said it would be 
nice to do #0, to pay $1,500 on the prin- 
cipal and $100 on the interest, I was 
not pressed by Mr. Ross to do 80, I con- 
cealed my losses from my wife and my 
uncle and others as well. I have at 
present no mouey, only a4 little coming 
in, enough to pay my outside debts. I 
had not given my father-in-law anything 
to represent the money he had borrowed 
for me. I have great expressions of re- 
gret at my conduct. I came to make 
this statement Ly a sense of what is 
due to the public, and what I was shown 
by Mr. Greer to be my duty under the 
circumstances, I felt that my conceal- 
ment of the truth any longer was absurd, 
and I repeat my regret at my indefens- 
ible and wicked conduct.

AN ADVENTUROUS RIDE... 


ATripon a Raft Through the Nisgara 
Power Tunnel. 


A Niagara Falle despatch says: The 
sensation here is the remarkable trip of 
the Countees of Glaagow, wife of the 
Governor of New Zealand, who is just 
now stopping at the Cataract House. 
Lady Glasgow ia the sister of Prof. 
George Forbes, the celebrated English 
electrical expert, who is the consulting 
engineer of the Cataract Construction 
Company. 

The officers of this company were here 
yesterday, and after lunch at the Cat- 
aract the party made a tour through 
the tunnel which is used to develop 
power here, “The water waé turned off 
and the party descended down 165 feet 
in the wheelpits and walked the entire 
length of the tunnel, which is over 8 
mile. Lady Glasgow accompanied the 
party, and to-day she made a etill more 
perilous voyage. In company with Col. 
Gourand, the European representative of 
Edison, the electrician; Col. A. H. Shaw, 
president of the Canadian Niagara 
Power Company, and her brother, Prof. 
Forbes, she boarded @& aft they had 
prepared for them, and was shot through 
the tunnel at lightning speed. 

This waa most exciting, and had not 
the raft been constructed in & very 
substantial manner, the repeated knocks 
on the side of the tunnel would have 
broken it up and precipitated the party 
into the swiftly running water, with a 
strong probability of some of them be- 
ing drowned. The voyage was made 
successfully, and the party shot out of 
the portal of the tunnel into the river in 
an incredibly short epace of time. Lady 
Giasgow. who is very fond of adventure, 
stated afterwards that it was the moet 
exciting trip she had taken. It re- 
minded her very much of a toboggan 
slide.

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TRAINER GLEASON’S WOES. 


The Well-Known Horse Expert in 
a Divorce Suit. 


Charges His Wife With Trying to Kill Him 
—Many Readers Know the Couple— 
Gleason's Streak of Hard Luek—His 
Manager and Mrs. Gleason. 


The Boston Herald says: The iden- 
tity of the woman who attempted her 
life by taking poisén on the steps of the 
old State House, March 6th, has at last 
been established beyond 4 reasonable 
doubt, and by the identification a &en- 
sational and interesting story is reveal- 
ed. The woman is none other than Mrs. 
Oscar R. Gleason, who is now boarding 
at the United States Hotel, separated 
from her husband. Since the time of 
the attempted suicide the woman and 
her husband have been living apart, and 
on April 16th last & libel was filed in 
the Superior Court by Lawyer William 
H. Preble, on behalf of her husband, ask- 
ing for a divorce on the grounds of 
cruelty. Her husband is the well-known 
wild horse tamer, who has given exhi- 
bitions in Canada. At the time she at- 
tempted her life the woman said that 
her name was Mrs. Carrie Jordan, and 


that she lived in Lynn. This name was the 
result of getting her confounded with a 
Jordan family of Lynn, and one of the 
Boston papers positively identified the 
woman as being connected with Wm. H. 
Jordan, @ confectioner, of Lynn, who 
had had some trouble with his wife, and 
who had separated from her. A long 
story was published at that time, 10 
which the Jordan famiiy seceived a great 
dea! of notoriety. Mre. Gleason, by giv- 
ing the name of Jordan, completely 
threw those interested in the case off 
the track. However, the fact that her 
identity at that time did not become 
generally known to the public was not 
owing, perhaps, so much to her shrewd- 
ness as to that of 
A MYSTERIOUS MAN 


who figured in the case, arriving on the 
scene shortly after the woman had taken 
poison. The man, it will be remember- 
ed, was of portly build, well dreseed and 
wore a tall hat. He had a light com- 
plexion and sandy hair. The woman 
after giving her name as “ Mrs. Carrie 
Jordan,” was put into a carriage and 
taken to the Massachusetts General 
Hospital, and everything possible was 
done to prevent her identity from be- 
coming known. While she was at the 
hospital, those interested were success- 
ful in keeping this a secret. It has 
been learned that the man who acted 
in such an authoritative manner over the 
woman at that time was Shannon, the 
manager for Gleason. At the time Mrs. 
Gleason attempted her life her husband 
was out of the city, but Manager Shan- 
non and Counsel Preble did their utmost 
to look out for the woman's wants, and 
also to prevent her being seen by the 
"apa In this they were success- 
ul. 

The couple lived happily together for 
several years, or, as Gleason says, while 
his money lasted, and he spent it on her 
lavishly. Finally, however,

it is alleged that the wife became abus- 
ive to him, and it is stated that on two 
occasions ehe has attempted his lifes The 
libel as filed in the elerk’s office shows 
the libellant to be Oscar R. Gleason, and 
the libellee Katherine E. Gleason, known 
as Katherine E. Jordan, sometimes called 
Catherine. In the libel it is said that 
the libellant was always faithful, but 
that on May 12, 1893, in Boston, the 
libellee was guilty of extreme cruelty, 
and attempted the life of Gleason by as- 
phyxiation. Aleo, that on May 13, 
1893, she waa also guilty of extreme 
cruelty toward him, and did inflict blows 
upon hie person; that she did assault 
him with a dangerous weapon, 8 knife, 
and that by these attempts on his life 
did injure hie body and health. In the 
libel it is also stated that she was 
guilty of extreme cruelty, and did 
threaten his life on February 15, 1894, 
thereby placing him in great fear. The 
time when it is alleged Mrs. Gleason 
tried to asphyxiate her husband, on 
May 12, 1893, was when they were 
boarding at Veith’s hotel in this city. 
She was in the room at the time, and 
it ie said that she was also overcome 
by the gas. It is stated that on the fol- 
lowing day, at the same hotel, she aa- 
saulted him with a knife and did also 
try to take his life at that time. At the 
time of the asphyxiation attempt the 
husband was asleep, and he alleges that 
she turned on the gas jets at full biast 
and then coolly retired hereelf. Both 
were badly under the influence of the 
poisonous gas when a little dog be- 
longing to the couple became aware that 
he was fast becoming overcome and set 
up a terrible barking. The next time 
that she threatened hia life, as charged 
in the libel, was on February 15, 1894, 
when they were stopping at the United 
States hotel, and at that time it is al- 
jeged she threatened to use vitriol aa a 
means of disfiguring him, if it did not 
do worse. 

It ie «till further alleged by one in a 
position to know That she also made 4 
threat on her husband's life while sie 
was confined at the Massachusetts Gen- 
eral Hospital. When she first met Glea- 
sou the latter was with a circus 88 
A TRAINER OF PONIES AND HORSES. 
He then had plenty of money, but some- 
time afterward started in for himself, 
and, while successful for a while, he 
finally encountered business reverses, 
and became involved heavily in debt. 
‘Always when he gave exhibitions, his 
wife took charge of the box office and 
looked out for the receipts.

Just the reason for Mrs. Gleason st- 
tempting her life in March Inet ia not 
known, but is hinted that the attempt 
was made to induce her husband to 
come back to her, aa he bad ieft her 
but a couple of weeks or #0 before. The 
attempt came near being 4 successful 
one, and would have cost her life but 
for the fortunate cirenmetances attend- 
ing her being found. She wae

tow ounces of tincture of opium, by 4 
well-known newspaper man, who burried 
to her assistance and helped take her 
into # neighboring office.

JEX ELECTRIC RAILWAY.

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DIETING FOR FATNESS.

What Food to Eat to Reduce and Prevent 


Obesity. 
Speaking in a paper on the subject 
of the various diet cures for fatness, 


the eminent authority, Dr. Andrew Wil- 


son, says: 


“Doubtless starches and sugars, re- 
presented in such vegetable foods as 
bread, rice, tapioca and the like, are fat 
formers. The living body has thus a 
power of making fat out of that which 
is not fat. And along with this point 
is another—that fat itself does not go, 
directly, at least, to make fat in the 
body. 

“Fat is, on the other hand, a valu- 
able addition to the diet of a corpulent 
pereou, because it has a power pro- 
perly administered of burning off food 
excess. in more than one system of 
body reduction fat is, thereof. adminia- 
tered as an esseatial part and parvel of 
the diet cure. It is said that wher 
fat, starches and sugars are all cut off, 
reduction of weight takes place much 
faster than when fat is allowed in the 
dietary seale. This may be so, but I 
Strongly question the wisdom of the 
proceeding. 

“ All we kuow about fat points to it 
as an absolutely essential element of 
our food. We can’t live healthy with- 
out it, and it decrease in weight rapidly 
follow its elimination from the diet, 
the very rapidity of the reduction is an 
argument A@cdiust its safety. Besides, 
starch and sugar largely omitted from 


the food, with a moderate quantity of 


fat allowed and a slight increase of 
the flesb foods, will accomplish all that 
is needed more gradually, but, | alse 


hold more safely for the patient. 

* The heson of physioloxy, therefore, ta 
us all is: Don't neglect the fats of the 
food. They assist the assimilation of 
Other foods and are essential for the 
body's nutrition. Il should sot belicve 
in any system of ordinary diet or of 


weight reduction which neglected fat 
on the one haud or insisted that ites 
absence was essential for the cure of 


corpulence on the other.” 


HOUSEHOLD HINTS. 


For a bee sting, make a paste of earth 
and water.

molasses. Mix well, and bake, covered, 
for three bours in a very siow oven. 
Serve with a aweet gauce. 

Pudding Sauce.-One large cupful of 
boiiiag water, half cupful of sugar, 
thicken with corn starch to the conmset- 
eucy of gravy. [Boil all three minutes; 
add a «mall iump of butter, and flavor 
with vanilla. 


Steamed Suct Pudding.-One cup 
chopped suet, one cup chopped raisina, 
one and one-third cups molasses, one 


teaspoonful allspice, one tenapoonful of 
cinnamon, pne teaspoonfnl of cloves, s 
little salt, two eveu teaspooufula of soda 
dissolved in one-half cup of milk, three 


aud onehalf heaping cups of flour. 
Steam four hours. Serve with sweet 
sauce, 

Dried Raspberry Pudding.—Take four 


cups of flour, one of suet, one of dried 
raspberries, one aud one-half cups of 
molasses aud two beaten exge. Mix all 
together, flavor to taste, put in a mould 


and steam two huurs. Eat with bard 
sauce. 
Minute Pudding. —When the roilke 


reaches the boiliag point, have an assiat- 
aut ready to stir in five tablespoonfule 
of flour that has been wet to a aemooth 
batter with oue cup of milk reserved 
from the quart, and while this is being 
doue atic faithiaily. Now place at onea 
over a veesel of boiling water, and let 
it cook five minutes longer; atir in two 
well beaten eggs and cook three minutes

PALATABLE SOUPS. 


A Few Hints About Several by a Well- 
Known Cuisiniere. 


There are very few soups more deli- 
cious than those made from the tender 
young vegetables that come at this sea- 
son of the year. A vegetable soup should 
be a spring soup, as all the vegetables 
that ¢o to make up the French mace- 
doine of vegetables are in perfection at 
this seaton of the year, Carrots become 
rank and course with age and have none 
of the sweet succulence of the young root. 
The same is true of the young turnip, 
Which possesses a nutty flavor unknown 
to the full-grown root of autumn. Green 
peas, which are really a vegetable of an 


hour, growing hard in less than a day's 
time after they arrive at perfection,make 
a very delicious puree, which is not very 
well known, 

Take for this a pint of fresh, tender, 
«reen peas. Moisten them with 4 quart 
of nice white stock, Add a young onion 
and a small sprig of carrot, both cut in 
slices, half a bay leaf, a eprig of thyme 
aud @ spray of parsiey, With one branch 
of soup celery, if convenient. Let the 
soup simmer slowly for balf an hour or 
till the peas may be easily mashed. 
Strain the soup through a puree sieve, 
season it with salt and pepper and re- 
turn it to the fire, stirring it continually 
till it begins to boil again, Let it cook 
five minutes. Then add a cup of cream, 
a tablespoonful of butter and a cup of 
nicely browned croutons and serve it at 
onee, 

Another @pring soup which is even less 
familiar is called in & patronizing man- 
ner “Soup la bonne femme.”” The founda- 
tion for the soup is sorrel, the peculiar 
acid of which is undoubtedly wholesome 
at this season of the year, if used in 
moderation, Take a scaht quart of sor- 
rel, wash it well, add a tablespoonful of 
butter and «tir it in a bright poreelain- 
lined sancepan for about ten minutes, 
when it should be thoroughly moistened 
and soft, so that it may be rubbed 
through a puree sieve, Add a quart of 
nice white stock and let the soup cook 
slowly for 25 minutes longer, Beat the 
yolk of one or two eggs, as you may 
prefer, Into a balf-cup of cream, and stir 
with a little of the hot soup, Then beat 
it into the remainder of the soup. Do not 
let the soup boil after beating in the egg, 
but serve it at once with little sippels of 
toast. An agreeable addition to this 
soup is half a cup of asparagus tips, 
added when the sorrel is put in the stock 
and cooked with it. 

Cream of asparagus soup is too famil- 
iar to-day to require a recipe, but it is 
to be commended as one of the most ex- 
cellent soups of this season, One of the 
mistakes that housekeepers sometimes 
make is not to season it sufficiently. It 
should be seasoned with whole peppers, 
as even white pepper is likely to show 
in 80 delicate a soup, The whole peppers, 
of course, are strained out when the soup 
is served, 

The fire may be let out in the after- 
noon and the tea may be served from a 
kerosene, gasolene or some other of the 
summer stoves, which may be quickly 
lighted and as readily extinguished, and 
which do net heat up the kitchen like the 
coal range. 


AERATION OF MILK. 


A Few Points From an Ontario Official 
Dairy Bulletin. 

To aerate milk is to put air into it, 
hence the importance of pure air where 
this is done. Not only this, but areation 
implies the driving off of gases that may 
be already in the milk. These are most 
easily driven off while the milk is Tresh 
and warm, and for this reason acration 
should be done at once after milking and 
before the milk is cooled.

The flavor of these depends, with a com- 
petent maker, upon the flavor of the 
milk ; therefore, the price depends, to a 
great extent, upon the flavor of — the 
milk. This something which governs 
price depends upon proper management of 
milk at the farm. Proper aeration will 
get rid of any objectionable odors that 
may have come from the cow or food. 
Where paying by test is practised, aera- 
tion and stirring will prevent the cream 
from rising, and consequently the milk 
will give a higher average test and one 
more uniform, 

How to Aerate—It may be done by 
dipping, pouring or stirring, and by the 
use of an aerator. An aerator properly 
used is a help, but abused, it is) a 
hindrance. Simpiy runuing milk through 
an aerator once after milking without 
any further stirring is not sufficient. It 
should be stirred two or three times at 
intervals of 10 or 15 minutes after being 
put through one of these aerators and 
again before going to bed. Not only 
to improve flavor shouid this be done, 
but also to prevent loss of cream 1 the 
vats, especially in the fall, when milk 
frequently stands some time before being 
set. : 

Some keep their milk over night in 
pails hanging on hooks. These hooks 
are fastened to a strong pole or scant- 
ling supported by means of a couple Os 
posts in the ground. 

The morning’s milk needs aerating as 
well as the evening's. 

Aerators Should Be Kept Clean- Look 
out for grease and dirt in nooks and 
crevices. Do not buy an aerator that 
is not easily cleaned. One good maker 
in Western Ontario does not advise the 
use of aerators at all, for the reason 
that patrons do not keep them clean. 

A good thing for purifying milk may 
be made by taking an ordinary shallow 
milk pan made of strong tin. On the 
outside bottom of this, fasten a handle 
about 21-2 feet long. Punch 8 or 10 
sinall holes in the bottom of the pan. 
In using, put the inverted pan squarely 
down into the milk and allow this pan 
of air to bubble through the milk, When 
it ceases bubbling, draw out and then 
insert again. Do this a dozen times 
each evening and morning. ‘The even- 
ing milk should be treated about three 
the foregoing manner, once 


minutes, and again in about half an 
hour. Stir before retiring for the night.

DOMINION PARLIAMENT 


Mr. Rosamond moved that the House 
go into committee on the bill respect- 
ing the Consumers’ Cordage Company. 

Mr. Langelier drew attention to the 
nature of the company asking legisla- 
tion, It was the largest combine in this 
country. its powers had been used to 
close up factories rather than to extend 
business. Its capital, which was origi- 
nally one million, had been lately in- 
creased to three millions, for which it 
was not shown cash had been received. 
It was now proposed to issue guaran- 
teed stock, but as the bill had been 
amended so as to provide that it should 
go to the bona fide shareholders, who 
bought stock last summer with the un- 
derstanding that they should receive 
preierred stock in exchange therefor, be 
would not oppose it. 

The following bills were given a third 
reading : 

Act to incorporate the Canadian Kail- 
way Accident Insurance Company. 

Act respecting the Ontario Loan and 
Debenture Company. 

Act to incorporate the Canadian [ail- 
way Fire Insurance Company. 

Mr. Prior moved, * That in the opinion 
of this House, it is expedient that a 
scheme should be devised by the tovern- 
ment whereby the permanent corps of 
Canadian Militia and the headquarters 
aud district staffs of the same may after 
a certain number of years’ service  be- 
come entitled to receive from the Gov- 
ernment pensions, and thus be placed 
ou @ more equal footing with similar 
organizations in other countries and 
with members of the civil service in Can- 
ada.” He said that last session he 
brought this resolution forward, and the 
reception his remarks were given by the 
Ministers emboldened him to bring the 
matter again before the House, in the 
hope that he would this time be more 
successful. He was somewhat surprised 
that, after the favorable remarks made 
last session by the Ministers, no bill 
was introduced by them on the subject 
this session. However, he would again 
return to the charge, and in doing 80 
would have to repeat something he had 
already said. 

Mr. Davin, in seconding the motion, 
said he did so with alacrity, because he 
had seen the beneficial effect of the pen- 
sious on the Northwest Mounted Police. 
Pensions, he believed, would be a cheap 
means of giving efficiency to the whole 
force. 

The House went into Committee of 
Supply for the consideration of the es- 
timates of the year. 

Mr. McMullen, upon the item of $4,- 
S800 for the office of Assistant Receiver- 
General at Victoria, said that he saw 
by the Auditor-Gencral’s report that a 
9-foot square electric mat had been 
purchased for that office. What was an 
electric mat? Why was it purchased? 
If it was an article of luxury, why was 
it not paid for by the official who en- 
joyed the luxury of it? 

Mr. Foster was not able to tell Mr. 
McMullen about the electric mat. It 
might, he suggested, be a device placed 
in the floor before the safe as a burglar 
alarm, but he was not sure. 

Sir Richard Cartwright, on the item 
of $13,400 for salaries and contingen- 
cies oi Government savings’ banks in 
New Brunswick, Nova Scotia and Prince 
Edward Island, said that the Govern- 
ment in paying 3 1-2 per cent. on de- 
posits was paying too high a rate of 
interest, and thereby helping to keep 
up too high a rate generally. : 

Mr. Sproule thought that, in the in- 
terest of people of small means, whose 
thrift made them lay by a store of their 
savings, the ‘Government should not 
lower the rate of interest. 

Mr. Cockburn agreed with Sir Richard 
Cartwright that it was unbusiness-like 
and wrong for the Government to pay 
interest at a rate higher than the legi- 
timate rate. If it was desired that there 
should be a low rate of interest on 
farmers’ mortgages, and that manufac- 
turers should have to pay a lower rate 
on the money they borrow, the Govern- 
ment would have to pay a lower rate 
of interest on the deposits it holds in 
its savings’ banks in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. 

Mr. Mille, upon the item of $102,544, 
for the administration of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, entered upon & 
comparison of the expenditure in that 
department now with the expenditure 
in the Mackenzie regime. He declared 
that the expenditure, instead of being 
greater than it was formerly, should be 
less, because the work of laying out 
lands in the Northwest was now prac- 
tically at an end. He also criticized 
severely the administration of the im- 
migration branch of the department. 

Sir Richard Cartwright pointed out 
that the cost of administering Dominion 
lands was about $350,700, the receipts 
$374,000, showing & saving of only 

24,000, 
~~ Foster, upon the item of $37,512 
for salaries in the Customs Department, 
stated that that sum should be $36,062, 
the reduction being due to the reduction 
of the staff of third-class clerks by three.

In fact, 
they were simply to correct clerical er- 
rors. In addition to this, provision 
was made with regard to the Province 
of Quebec, authorizing changed venue in 
cases coming before the court in term 
which are postponed. 

Mr. Edgar asked if it would not be 
well to incorporate in thie Bill his pro- 
posed amendinents to the code as to the 
procedure of grand juries. 

Sir John Thompson said that at a 
later stage he would be glad to receive 
any suggestions. 

Mr. Mulock pointed out that there 
was a difference of 38,814 in the num- 
ber of head of cattle exported during 
the last four years, as reported by the 
Agricultural Department and as shown 
by the trade and navigation returns. 
He asked for an explanation. 

Mr. Wallace replied that an investi- 
gation was being made into the matter 
at Montreal. 

Mr. Haggart, in reply to a question by 
Mr. Mills (Bothwell), said that the con- 
tract for the construction of a dam at 
Sheiks Island, St. Lawrence River, for 
the purpose of making the Suy channel 
navigable, had been awarded to Willjam 
Davis & Son. The amount of the con- 
tract was $384,000, and this, with $50- 
000 for the cost of land, would bring the 
outlay up to $414,000. 

Mr. McMullen took exception to the 
item of $10,750 for the contingencies 
of the High Commissioner. He con- 
sidered Sir Charles Tupper had been a 
failure as an immigration agent, o finan- 
cial agent, and a diplomat. He and bis 


family had, during the last five years, 


drawn $165,270 trom the country. We 
were. in iact, paying for keeping a Can- 
adian Belshazzar in England. (Laughter.) 
Mr. Mulock was considering what the 
cost of the High Commissioner's office 
would at the same rate amount to in 
fifteen yeas, when the Finance Min- 
ister remarked that that was a rough 
method of calculation.

The comfort of the steerage passengers 
is especially provided for, The engines 
are of 21,000 horse-power, and they 
will drive the vessels at a speed of 21) 
knots per hour in ordinary weather. The 
English port of arrival and departure 
for the new line has not been finally de- 
cided upon, but Mr. James E. Huddart, 
the promoter of the line, announced on 
Saturday that it would be Southamp- 
ton, Milford Haven or Liverpoo!. Veeseis 
of that draft cannot get to Montreal.

A SAVAGE BATTLE. 


Strikers Try to Prevent Men 


Going to Work 


And Much Shooting Follows—1t Least 6 


Killed and 16 Wounded— the Guards 
Hold the Fort—More Trouble Peared.

Gespatch says: 


There was a battle this morning at the 
Stickle Hollow mines of the Washin ten 
Coal and Coke Company betwee 
uties and the striking miners, in which 
three strikers were Killed and half a 
dozen seriously wounded, Ther were 
about 2,000 strikers from 


n the cep- 


ing districts. and they endeavored to 
prevent the working miners from retarn- 
ing to the mines this mornin 

How the riot started is not defi: 
known, but the deputies who were on 
guard were ordered to shoot, and fired 
three volleys into the mob at a range of 
only about 350 yards. The strikers ran 
in every direction, leaving the dead and 
wounded lying in the public road.’ The 
deputies followed with two more volleys 


and were shooting when thé last strikers 
— 


disappeared 

At the Fair Chance Furnace ( any 
the strikers captured a number “une 
armed deputies, whem they took to be 
imported wWworkmen. Other deputies 
charged the strikers’ camp and rescued 
the prisoners. At the Farm ill mines 
5U0 strikers are encamped, and are said 


to be planning an attack on the works, 
Which are guarded by SU deputies. Lat- 
est reports from the scene of this tiern- 
ing’s riot state that six men were billed 
and sixteen wounded. 

A large number of strikers who par- 
ticipated in the riot were arrested by 
the deputies to-day. They had guns in 
their possession and were equipped with 
ammunition. Phe arrests occasioned ho 
trouble. 

The extent of the battle at Stickle 
Hollow is just beeoming known. ‘There 
has not been so fierce a conflict in the 
coke region ovr river district since the 
inauguration ef the strike. Both sides 
were well armed, Among the wounded 
are three deputies, while the killed are 
all strikers, A deputy sheriff fired the 
shot which opened up the battle. Phere 
was volley after volley fired by each 
side at close range, The strikers stood 
their ground while their comrades were 
falling one by one, but their ammunition 
giving out, and it requiring too muc’ 
time to load the shot guns and rifles, 
they were forced to give up the fight aod 
flee te escape the rain of bullets from 
the 50 Winchesters. Pour Gatling guns 
have been sent out to the mines. 

It was not a one-sided battle as at 
first reported, but was fought with a 
many guns on one side as on the cther, 
and with as much firing by the strikers 
as by the deputies. Among the wounded 
are three deputics, while the killed are 
all strikers, 

To-day the situation at Hlill Faro 
mine, where the company haw becn de- 
fying the strikers and running full under 
the gaze ef a ceaup of SO strikers, i¢ 
decidediy alarming, and an outbreak is 
feared before night. 

At 2 o'clock Sev strikers from the 
southern end of the regien marehed to 
Hill Farw and joined the few ine: he 
have been camped there and are now 
said te be planning an attack on th: 
works, The plant is guarded by 50 dep- 
uties, and a conflict will result 
trously. 

The strikers say they cannot exp 
to win as long as some plants are al- 
lowed to run, and are determined to 
force all the plants to shut down, re- 
gardlese ef the loss of life it may ceea- 
fiou,. 

Supt. Kimball of the Hill Farm mines
